Be 17 ENacTED by the Council and House of Representatives
of the Territory of Wisconsin:

Secrion 1. The president and board of trustees of the town
of Milwaukee, or the aldermen of the third ward of the city of
Milwaukee, are hereby authorized and cmpowered to levy a spe-
cial tax on the lots fronting each side of Main Strect, between
Huron Street and the Milwaukee tiver, for the purpose of grading
said street, and the special tax s0 levied shall not exceed two-
thirds of the costs of said improvemerit, and may be collected at
the same time, and in the same manner as the gencral tax of said
town or city. ‘

Sec. 2. The president and the board of trustees of the town of
Milwaukee, or the zldermen of the fifth ward of the city of Mil-
waukee, are hereby authorized and empowered to extend and
grade South Water Street,and levy a special tax on the real es-
tate benefitted thercby; and the special tax so levied shall not
exceed three-fourths of the costs of said improvement, and may
becollected at the same time and in the same manner as the gen-
gral tax of said town orcity.
